Ohio proves that Governor Cox had 


NOTHING TO DO WITH IT. 


y-s 


Ohio has a labor compensation act, 


and an excellent bit of well-thought-of, 
well drafted legislation it is. But there 
is a difficulty in the way of converting 
this beneficent meapure into Cox politi- 
cal capital by proclaiming Cox as the 
"author" of it. That difficulty lies in 
the circumstances that neither direct- 
ly nor indirectly did Governor Cox ever 
have anything whatever to do either 
with the inception, the promotion or 
the passage of that labor compensation 
act. It was entirely a Republican 
measure, pressed and finally passed by 
a Eepublican legislature while Mr. Cox 
was in Washington representing an 
Ohio Democratic district in the lower 
House of Congress. 


The record is so clear, that even the 


experience we have had with Coxian 
standards of forum accuracy of state- 
ment hardly prepares us for a claim so 
unwarranted by the facts- The rec- 
orded facts are these: 


On May 11,1910, the General Assem- 


bly of Ohio, then overwhelmingly Re- 
publican, passed an act directing Gov- 
ernor Judson Harmon to appoint a 
commission to make an inquiry, exam- 
ination and investigation into the sub- 
ject of a direct compensation law. 


Early in 1911 this report was made 


and, in consequence of its findings, the 
republican legislature passed the first 
workmen's compensation act ever put 
on the Ohio statute books, and at the 
same time created a state insurance 
fund. This measure became a law 
with the signature of Governor Har- 
mon on. the 15th of June, 1911. 


This r^me Republican legislature, 


April 26, 1910,$passed "Senate bill No. 
33," submitting to the people the ques- 
tion of holding a constitutional conven- 
tion. The convention was held and 
among the constitutional amendments 
it proposed was one known as "Amend 
ment No. 11." It provided means for 
compulsory workmen's compensation. 
This amendment was ratified by the 
people at a special election held Sept. 3, 
1912, the vote being 321,558 ^provided 
means for compulsory workmen's com- 
pensation provision became part of the 
fundamental law of the state of Ohio. 


During all this time Cox was a mem- 


ber of Congress representing the third 
Ohio District. He had nothing what- 
ever to do with Ohio legislative enact- 
ments.
